What An Inch 
of Rain Means 


In this favored year, when Alberta 
is receiving great rainfalls at the 
season when rain is so benefical to 
growing crops a few figures as to 
what the rainfall means in gallons 
and pounds may be interesting. In 
a number of sections rainfalls ex- 
ceeding one inch in depth each, have 
been. frequent. 

One inch of rainfall on one square 
mile is equal to 2,328,200 cubic feet 
of water, 

One cubic foot of water is equal to 
6.23 imperial gallons. 

One cube foot of water weights 
62.5 pounds. 

These figures are taken from the 
Dominion figures used in the Hydro- 
metic surveys in the Province of Al- 
berta. 

An inch rainfall on one square mile 
would be 14,473,536 gallons, or 145,- 
200 pounds, or 72,600 tons, With 
these figures in mind it will be easy 
to understand why sloughs and lakes 
fill up and why the rivers and streams 
are boomng and in flood to accommo- 
date the surplus water which the soil 
will not take up and which becomes 
“run-off” or waste, 

One inch of rainfall on one acre 
equals 3625 cubic feet, or 22,583 gal- 
lons, or 226,562 pounds, or slightly 
over 113% tons. 

The minimum winter flow of water 
in the North Saskatchewan river at 
Edmonton is 1,000 cubic feet per 
second, The maximum flow on June 
28th, 1915, at the time of the big flooa }, 
was 207,447 cubic feet per second. 
On that day the water In the river} 
was 44,5 feet above low water level. 
On Friday of last week the city water 
guage showed the river to be 15 feet 
above low water level.

The Sunday Law 


Designed to Protect All 
Thelr Liberty 
The official title of our Sunday law 
is The Lord's Day Act. It is not an 
ancient statute, It is very modern, 
both in time and nature. It came 
into force March 1st, 1907. It was 
passed*in 1906 by the Parliament of 
Canada after months of careful and 
thorough discussion by both Houses, 
and after dealing’ with every concely- 
able objection from the viewpoints of 
industry, business, pleasure, well 
as from non-Christian and Seventh- 
Day Subbatarian religion, The work 
was well done. Not a single amend- 
men ¥has been made to it since,

Its object was to conserve as a na- 
tional heritage the weekly day of rest 
from toil, of industrial liberty and of 
opportunity for self-culture and wor- 
ship. 

It does not aim io regulate the ob- 
servance of the day ina religious way 
Which must be voluntary—but sim- 
ply to preserve the day as the in- 
alienable right to every person, ‘The 
law of nature imperatively requires 
one day's Test in every seven in the 
interests of health, éfliciency and life 
toa normal age. It isnot therefore 
imposed on humfn nature. It is 
written in our members, It is an in- 
ward law which we violate‘at our per- 
sonal peril and at the sacrifice of na- 
tional welfare.
